Matthew StaaTey Quay was born Ia 


Dillsbarg. near Harrisbarg. Pa., oa 
September 50. IKS. His father was a 
Presbyterian minister. Young Qaay 
was graduated from Jefferson college 
at the ase cf II years aad Immediately 
began the study of law la the offices 
of Penaey t Sterrett. ia Pitttbarg. His 
health failing, he went south. After a 
tour through the south, teaching school 
aad lectcriop, he finally settled down 
to the serious toil of a student of law 
cnJer Judge James P- Sterrett. whom 
later'la life he had the pleasure of ai- 
sisticg to the bench of the supreme 
court of Pennsylvania. 


He went to the war ia I8S1 as first 


lieuteaaat of the Eleventh Pennsyl- 
vania reserves. He later resigned from 
the regimeat, aad had staff assign- 
ments.

THE MOVEMENT OF SMELLS. 


Some Odd Facts Helatire to Odors 


That Are Not Generally 


Known. 


11 has been ascertained as the result of 


eiperiments conducted by Prof. ZoTeny 
of the Un!\ersity of Minnesota, that the 
diffusion of odors through the atmos- 
phere I* much slower than U commonly 
supposed. The professor bas investi- 
gated this phenomenon eiperi:centa!:j, 
and he fitds that it tikes the ocor of 
ammonia at leiit an hour and a half to 
make its may to the opposite end of a 
glass tube about fite feet Ion;. Wit bile 
Idea of throwing some light on the ihar- 
icter of odors—that Is, whether or not 
ihey ae tnally consist of tangible physical 
particle* of subatomic size, the eiperi- 
ment was tried of allowing the odon 
to atcend and descend glass tubes acd 
noting the time of ttelr diffusion. 


One curious phenomenon noticed Is 


this connection Is that the odor of cam- 
phor ascended twice as-fait as it de- 
scended, while ammonia JiSast-d e<iu»!Iy 
rapid] v In either direction. It It asserted 
that it U the penetrating hydrogen sul- 
phite odor carried by slowly aicendic* 
currents of air that the vulture class ct 
birds that feed on carrion are able to 
locate tleir food. These birds are often 
seea sailing round aad round all day 
long until £nai:y, sometimes after the 
lapse of two or thre« days, they have 
been ab!e to trace the smell of their food 
from great altitudes downward to its lo- 
cation on the ground. 


As Prof. Moore declares, the dittance 


from which they cose, often 100 miles, 
and sometimes from an a'.titudeof 10.000 
feet, 'give tome idea of the gentle slope 
of these eo-called ascending currents 
which are twUted and contorted lato ev- 
ery imaginable thape by the wind." 


PAPER TREE SORELY NEEDED 


Uanufactnrers ilnlt Find New Ma- 


terial to Supply the Grow- 


ing Demand. 


Experiments ia making woo! pu'p for 


the manufacture cf paper are soon to b« 
b^gunby the department of agriculture. 
Secretary Wilson believes this to be a 
most important matter, because the for- 
ests are rapidly beirg denuded cf tim- 
bert bought suitable for mood pulp, states 
ths New York HeraTd. 


Already the eiperts of the bureau of 


chemistry, ur.der the direction of H. W. 
Wiley, have demonstrated that pulp for 
paper-making <ae be mjde from sev- 
eral other woods lhaa spruce acd pop- 
lar, and that many pTacts acd shrubs 
can b* successfully cved. 


One of the chemUti of the department 


bas beea in Maine caking aa iaves- 
tigatioa of methods in os* there. Th* 
experiments so far made, while dem- 
onstrating that mini varieties of trees 
and shrubs are available for pulp-mak- 
ing, show that their practicability for 
eocamercial use Is net known. 


Daritg the. neit year eiperiments will 


b* conducted with a view to obtaining 
all possible Information. 
When con- 


clusions have been rrached efforts will 
be made to hare pulp manufacturer* 
continue the department's experiments 
on a larger scale. 


Experiments hare been made m ith cot- 


ton stalks, but while these make an ex- 
cellent quality of psper, there are cot 
sufficient stalks to make newrprint pa- 
per la commercial bulk. Bagasse, the 
sogarcane after the juices have been ex- 
tracted, has also been ased successfully 
in the experiment!, and 
has been 


fontd to make a good pu!p for parxr, 
but even this does net exist ia soltient 
quantities to make paper.

The earth, a small whe*J in the celes- 


tial mechanism. 15 subject to the. lawi 


the balance as well as to the gen- 


eral Uws of equilibrium which rule 
matter. Thus the southern hemisphere 
ihcold have the same weight as the 
northern hemisphere—otherwise how 
are we to understand the precis* func- 
tioning cf all the slow aad rapid move- 
cents, fo wtll corcpensated. that the 
terrestrial gWic executes! The t*r- 
t»cy of these movements could not be 
established and could not subsist unless 
the respective weights of the two hem- 
ispheres were exactly balanced. »nd la 
Kv!er that these movements may not 
tmlcrpo any deranfrtment what must 
be the delicacy of the eUfferent com- 
pensators which maintain the earth Ia 
Its crbltl 


It li known that the earth Is a sphe- 


roid flattened at tte north pole, but 
while measurements have been made 
ind Tcrifivd at the equator and In the 
north polar circle the terrestrial cle- 
|reos Lave never be.tn' measured at or 
In the antarctic circle. Xo geodetic 
Surrey Las ever Urn maJe beyond the 
leventieth dffrree. The reasons which 
lead ns to believe la the existence of 
1 southern polar continent are always 
kept before as, although It Is probable 
that this exintlnent does not exist, and 
therefore we must find another cause 
RrLUh Is capable cf maintaining tie 
earth's equilibrium, since the fact is 
ILat the hemispheres arc equilibrate-d 
notwithstanding the- greiter weight cf 
the Lvnd cf the northern hemispheres. 


Every Ixxly, according to the energy 


5f the <lectrle-al actions to which it is 
inbmlttcd. necessarily suffers jraln or 
loss ef the material Items, the disin- 
tegrated particles being elrawn In the 
llre-ctlon of tte current—a small but at 
the same time, constant transportation 
Df matter, cndcr the Influence of which 
the negative pole Is hoilowtJ and the 
positive i-ole lengthened. It choull be 
the same ia the case of the earth. 
Elace the flatte-nlng of the north po;e 
has been verified, the earth, a solid 
flobe, may be lengthened at tie south 
pofcs In the same proportion that It U 
tatteaul at the north, this swelling 
betoj composed of fluid matter cf 
which the molecule* slipping rapidly, 
the one on tbe other, are carried to the 
place where the need Is to balance and 
compensate the more or less greater 
weigtt of the other hemisphere. 


The raplllty aad facility with which 


water Cows are the most logical means 
cf securing a mechanical balance for 
the purpose of maintaining, without 
shocks, the movements made necessary 
by the gravitation of the earth, the 
wcirtt cf the oceans balancing the 
wtigtt cf the raided land on the op- 
p«s«J hemisphere. The earth Is & fin- 
ished planet, and whatever may be the 
form of tie agglomerated solid mass, 
the regulating actions of the" oceans 
will sufflce to establish the equilibrium 
of the globe If at any moment It should 
t* compromised.—Cosmos.

In this case, the 
thape Is bent into a. number of vandyle 
points, which have tomtthing the ap- 
pearance of the petals of a Cower. Car- 
ried out ia a mixed pile srecn and w bite 
straw, this hat would be particularly 
pretty. The trimming thoald consist of 
three Iar;e nx-ettes of toft Louislte ril k 
ribbon, in some shade of green, which, 
should either match, exactly or else hir- 
monize with tbe greeaof thettraw. In 
the center of eat h rosette there ia a tiny 
cluster of Cowers. These Cowers might 
be either fcrget-me-Eots. pint-tipped 
daisies, Panaa violets, or verj small 
Banksia roses, according to the color of 
the frocks and blouses, with which the 
hat w III be most frequently worn. 


The second sketch, which comes a lit- 


tle higher oa the right, shows ote of 
those picturesque lace tats, always so 
becoming to a youthful face/, and never 
out of fashion.

Now the majority 
of cs certainly do cot wish to go to a 
t:;h price for the cotton frock, conse- 
quently the best plan Is to get oce daiaty 
llttl* xephyr stripe made by a good 
dressmaker and to have the others cop- 
led therefrom, for the skirt of the cotton 
frcck is all-Important. The bodice I do 
not consider nearly to difficult. Indeed. 
1 always give the same advice concern- 
ing it. and that is. have a caicsook or 
washing silk slip acd arrange your 
dainty blouse bodice over It, being al- 
ways careful to finish it with a tidy and 
axart waistband. There Is little dif- 
ference between the cotton bodice and 
the shirt for morn leg wear. 


And cow to consider the skirt. Here 


I advise a washing silk or caicsook pet- 
ticoat, made plain over the hips and full 
at the hem. and of exactly tte same 
length as the oversklrt. To look neat 
and be practical the skirt mast clear the 
ground all round.

Tten we come to tte question ot mus- 


lins; again I would recommend brlglt, 
clear, cleaa shades that wash acd cleaa 
well, acd which caa be worn with pretty 
colored chine or plain satin ribboa or 
taffeta castes and waistbands. 


A muslin frock offers excellent oppor- 


tuaities of using np remnants of lace. 
Some of the prettiest muslins are made 
with a fichu and jabot of washing point 
e'espril. chiffon. French. lawn, or Indian 
xanslin. edged with Uce or frjila of 
spotted muslin, and elbow sleeves 
adorced in the same manner. 


If joa are slight, gauge the skin all 


round tte waist and finish it with grad- 
cated frills, puffings or tucks.

When gunpow- 
der explodes the oxygen from tie. 
saltpeter combines with, or barns, tte 
sulphur and charcoal, so that co air 
Is needed frora outside. 
Just so tte 


saltpeter makes tte paper easier to 
light anil burn aton; the lines of the 
rfrawlng. By the way, these 
lines 


should be all connected. If a part of 
tte picture Is entirely separate from 
the rest, it will b> -left out in the 
cold." Of coarse, you must apply the 
match to oae of the lines, which yon 
can do easily enough by 
moving it 


tcross the paper cear 
where 
yoa 


know there are some lines, until the 
spark catches. 


And tbea doa't throw the match 


dowa carelessly, for it might set 
something on fire, evea without salt- 
peter. 
Yon cannot be too careful In 


handling fire. The saltpeter solution 
should be rery strong—as strong as 
you can make It—Detroit Free Press.

The Pitch lake Is a' hldeotii pile* 
is far as smells are concerned, for th» 
air a!J about It is heavy with noxious 
vapors, and from 
the center of the 


lake gushes a fountain of liould asphal- 
tum Ia which there Coat and break bub- 
bles containing the most horrible gases.

thlslake and cut great slabs of asphsltum, 
which are caned away. Bat tti text 
morning the hole they left Is filled up 
again with pitch which tas risen during 
the eight, so that the supply seems to b* 
inexhaustible.

This curious lake was discovered by 


Sir Walter Raleigh when he landed In 
Trinidad la H&. oa his way to the 
mouth of the Orinoco la search of El 
Dorado. 


Acother strange lake Is situated on a 


peninsula which Jats out into the Cas- 
pian sea. The whole surface of this 
lake Is covered with a erurt of rait so 
thick and strong that a man caa ride 
across It on horseback with safety. 


Ia central Asia, near the Caspian sei. 


is a lake of a beautiful rose color, while 
the banks are covered with salt crystals 
as white at snow. 
From the waters 


of this lake there arises flower-like odor. 
The color and the odor are supposed to 
be caused by vegetable matter In the 
depths.

In passlns sentence upon Mrs. Alta 


Peltier, who was sentenced to Auburn 
prison, eon»!cted of misleading youu: 
and Innocent girls. Judge Newburger 
publicly announced that he would have 
given the woman the full extent of the 
law—five years—[f It had cot been for 
the five-months-old baby the carried 
Into court In her arms. It was the hap- 
py little face at the mother's breast acd 
her incocect cooing as the Judgment of 
the law was pronounced that moved tte 
Judge to mercy, says the New York 
Tlme-s. Mrs. Peltier was tent to prisoi 
for an Indeterminate sentence, cot less 
than eighteen months cor more thaa 
two and a half years; and her Innocent 
babr was sent therewith her.
